The Santa Barbara 
News-Press has a column 
headed "75 Years Ago.” 
One of Its recent issues 
contained the following 
about Sierra Madre: 

"It was reported that 
1,200 people went out 
from Los Angeles on an 
excursion train to attend 
a land sale at Sierra Ma¬ 
dre. The land brought in 
a gross of $16,000.” 


HE WAS promoted to pro¬ 
duce manager in 1940.

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Dryer Perils 
Revealed By 
Fire Marshal

City Fire Marshal 

In this day of automation 
with machinery using vari¬ 
ous methods of safety de- 
cles to safeguard the users, 
we still have one dangerous 
factor to contend with—the 
human element. 

Speaking specifically of 
the modem clothes dryers, 
the Sierra Madre Fire De¬ 
partment has had numerous 
calls in the past months 
because of lint in the dryers 
igniting and burning. They 
have been ail the way from 
fairly insignificant calls to 
“check for complete extin¬ 
guishment” after a small 
blaze in the lint trip, to a 
major fire Involving the 
whole structure for a loss of 
approximately $10,000. 

Manufacturers nave taken 
all the precautions possible 
in the design and building 
of these machines, and if the 
homeowner will just follow 
the Instructions, potential 
dangers will be appreciably 
reduced. In the first place, 
check the lint trap after 
every load has been dried, 
and empty It each time. Pe¬ 
riodically check into the 
body of the machine (via a 
front or top panel) and use 
a vacuum cleaner to reach in 
and clean out the excess lint 
that will accumulate in the 
out-of-the-way corners and 
crevices.

A DEFINITE MUST for 

any dryer is to have it vent¬ 
ed to the outdoors, whether 
electric or gas, to carry off 
the lint that Invariably slips 
past the trap. This vent pipe 
also should be Inspected and 
cleaned at least once each 
year. This is the one fail¬ 
ure that the manufacturer 
cannot overcome—failure of 
the person using the ma¬ 
chine to properly care for it 
beyond normal operation. 

Speaking of fire calls 
brings to the firemen’s at¬ 
tention that there still are 
a large number of homes in 
the city that do not have 
street numbers visible from 
the street, This, actually, is 
a city ordinance, to have 
street numbers at least three 
inches high, and the depart¬ 
ment is recommending that 
the business area have these 
numbers at the rear doors, 
for further safety in event 
of fire.

Now their faith is again shaken, right down to the 
roots, by the State Assembly’s disclosure that the Educa¬ 
tion Department has burned some 600,000 new textbooks in 
the fast four years, and that 970,000 more such volumes— 
pronounced obsolete—must be scrapped or disposed of 
somehow, some way.
